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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

Figures 5, 6, 7A, 7B, and 7C should be designated by a legend such as -Prior 
Art-- because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected 
drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1, 14-17, and 24-25 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Prior Art (AAPP) on pages 1-5 of the Applicant's Admitted specification and Figures 
5, 6, 7A, 7B, and 7C. 

AAPP shows all of these limitations of the above claims in Figures 5 and 7A and 
the associated discussion on pages 1-5 of the specification. The examiner considers 
the diffusion layer 208 in Figure 7A to meet the limitation of the "smoothing unit" since 
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as shown in Figure 7B, for the device used at 10V or more, diffusion 208 results in a 
smooth change in potential from the photodiode (95) to the transfer transistor (96). 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 2-13 and 18-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Applicant's admitted Prior Art (AAPP) on pages 1-5 of the Applicant's 
Admitted specification and Figures 5, 6, 7A, 7B, and 7C in view of Hynecek et al. (US 
5, 1 51 ,380), cited by the applicant. 

AAPP fails to teach the smoothing unit having more than one diffusion layer. 
Hynecek et al. teach forming a plurality of diffusion layers for eliminating the effects of 
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parasitic potentials (pocket potentials) in a solid-state imaging device (see column 10, 
lines 6-34 and Figure 12). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to eliminate the 
effects of pocket potentials in a solid-state imaging device by including numerous 
diffusion layers at various locations and depths as taught by Hynecek et al. because this 
would reduce improve the performance of the imager (Hybecek et al., col. 10, lines 35- 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The reference made of record is related to the present 
application. No other significant references were found for smoothing voltages in an 
imaging device other than that of Hynecek et al.
